A vacant school- 
bouse in the Second ward was selected, 
and carpenters and plumbers were pnt 
to work fitting it up. 


When it became known, the people re- 


siding nearby became greatly wrought 
up and resolved to make trouble. 


Last night at 8:30 o'clock a mob of 


over 300 men and women surrounded 
ihe schoolhousc. Their-leaders ciutch- 
ed the night watchman, Charles Story, 
and held him firmly while the incendia- 
ries battered open a door and set fire to 
the place. 
All -who attempted to pre- 


vent, the fire were kept back, und in a 
few minutes the entire structure, a 
large 2% story wooden building, was in 
tlames. numbers' tools and other ar- 
ticles in the house were destroyed, and 
the excitement ran high, men and wo- 
men running np and down the streets 
crying against the board of health. As 
lite tlames rolled and crackled the mob 
howled its delight. Dire threats were 
made as to what, would be done if po- 
lice or health ofhccrs interfered, but. 
there was no interference.

At the age of about IU weeks 
the cubs are taken from their mother, 
but in the meantime she has taught them 
to eat rneatv At first the cubs suck a. 
bone or a scrap of. raw meat, which the 
mother tears off for them. 
Often they 


may be seen gnawing upon a bone which 
the mother lion holds in her jaws and 
paws. 


AVhen first taken from their mother, 


the cubs are given finely chopped meat, 
the pieces being gradually made larger 
until they are given bones, upon which 
they sharpen and develop their teeth. In 
time the lions can crush the bones with 
ease. From I2»to 14 mouths o£ age the 
young lions are, it is said, so cross as to 
be almost unmanageable. 
At the age 


of IS months or 2 years the cubs are 
tak^n in band by the trainer, and then, 
having reached their growth, they are 
ready to be perfected in their tricks and 
to be. exhibited.

tinning and training that lions which 
have bet'ii brought up as puts are the 
haides-t to train for performances.

I am 
one of those philanthropic souls who, 
when they have a real good thing, acht 
and burn-to impart it to the world. 


One of the tirst thiugs to leara iu the 


stieet is the terms that are used. When 
yuu have mastered all the terms, you are 
then* a "financier."

There is the cold water proc- j 
e.°<. which consists of putting the egg in | 
cold water and letting it heat gradually j 
to the boiliug poiut. This shouk! take I 
about ten minutes. The inside, white ami i 
jolk, is then of ihe consistency of cus- 
taid. The common method is to put the 
egg into boiling water and let it cook 
steadily for three- minutes if the egg is to 
he toft. This cooks the white to an in- 
digestible stiffness and leaves the yolk 
sott. The proper method saj's that the 
egg nmst not be over tbe heat of the tire 
at all. It must be put into a saucepan of 
boiling \\ater, coveied down closely and 
the '-aueepan set on tbe table or at the 
back of the stove for just tix minutes. 
Tbis conks the inside to a creaminess 
that cannot fail to please. 


When eggs are to be poached iu boiling 


water, a tablespoonful of vinegar added 
to t'ic water will be found an aid. 
The 


waur should he enough to almost fill .1 
trying pan. Strain the vinegar through j 
muslin and add it to the water. Add a ' 
little salt. 
When the water is boiliug, 


lemove the pan from the fire and slip 
the eggs upon the surface of the water. 
Ke;«Sn the pan to tbe fire and cook geu- 
tlj tluee minutes. 
Altogether bettor, 


though, are eggs poached in milk, and 
necessarily then the vinegar must be 
omitted. After the eggs have been cook- 
ed and carefully lifted to their lo.stin;: 
places on slices of toast the milk may bu 
thickened with a little cornstarcu, sea- 
soned with salt, pepper and butter aud 
poured o\cr toast aud eggs. 


Another plain, everyday sort of way of 


preparing eggs for the table is th» ome- 
let, a foundation upon which all man- 
ner oC vaiiations may be played. Cook- 
books have much to say upon omelets, 
giving the number of eggs to bo used 
anywhere from two or three to eight or 
ten. 
The 
perfect omelet consists of 


three eggs beaten until thick and foamy, 
salt, pepper and butter. It is far bettor 
to make several omelets to supply a 
number of persons than to attempt one 
large omelet. 
Sometimes the egg yolks 


arc beaten first with, two tnblespoonfnls 
of cream, n little salt and pepper added, 
and the stiffly whipped whites of the 
eggs folded in just before cooking. 
The 


omelet pan should always be hot and i 
oiled with butter when tbe omelet is 
tinned in. 
As for the mixed omelets 


those that make use of meats, oysters or 
cheese have these ingredients scattered 
over the surface of the cooking ogg ju-r 
before it is folded. Ojstors are pa.'.oil- 
ed, chopped, seasoned with h;:lr, pepper 
and nutmeg and moistened with cream 
before they are added to the omelet. 
Chresc is grated. Hani, tongue or chick- 
en is iriuced, seasoned aud added. To- 
mntoes arc hlewed down to a desirab'e 
thickness, well seasoned and spread over 
the surface of the omelet before it is 
folded. 
A mixtme of a few chopped 


inns-brooms and tuiflles, minced onions 
and parsley, moistened with cream and 
seasoned with &alt and pepper, is a good 
addition 10 an omelet. 


Hard boiled eggs setve as a basis for 


ninny concoctions. Kor instance, jou may 
cut some hard boiled e;,'gs into halves 
and ill.!"h the yolUs.

Ooe important feature of the new 


North Carolina libel law is as follows: 
"That any person who states, delivers 
or transmits by any means whatever to 
the manager, editor, publisher or re- 
porter of any newspaper or periodical, 
for publication therein, any false and 
libelous statement concerning any per- 
son or corporation, and thereby bccures 
the publication of the same, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor,'7 But this law 
does not prevent the punishment of an 
editor who does not make an investiga- 
tion as to the truth of such statement, 
and it ought not to, of course. 


TFnder the new Maine law it is a seri- 


ous cnme to wound or kill any person 
through carelesbne?b or ignorance in 
hunting. The new statute provides that 
'•whoever, while on a hunting tirp, or 
in pursuit of wild game or wild birds, 
negligently or carelessly shoots and 
wounds or kills any human being shall 
be punished by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding ten years, or by fine not exceed- 
ing 81,000."

town of Eliot for the year ending Feb. 
loth, 1901, it appeirs that ten school* 
have been in operation through the 
year, (except the spring term when 
there were but nine), witb one teacher 
for each school, at an expense of 82687,, 
97, making an average of $263.79 for 
each school, with no prospectjunder the 
present system of having any less ex- 
pense in the future. For a number of 
years 
past, all our superintending 


school committee have recommended 
fewer schools and larger attendance, 
and as tbe location of Ihe free high 
school plant and tbe completion of the 
buildings are in the hands of aa efficient 
committee, would it not ba well for the 
citizens of the town to look after the in 
terest of the common schools? Accord- 
ing to the census tvken in June 1900, 
01 which the report of 1001 is bastd. 
the numter of children in town be- 
tween the aqes of tonr and twenty-oDP 
years was three hundred and ninety- 
six; the whole number registered ifi 
hnn.lretl aud forty-one; 
leaving one 


hundred and fifty-five not registered 
in any schoul. Would it not be f*ir 
and tight for i.ur voters and tax payers 
to take some positive action, and co- 
operate with our superintending school 
committee, to accomplish the reform 
which they have so long and earnestly 
advocated? 
And what better way to 


assist in the work, and ascertain all 
facts, than for the selectmen to cs.ll a 
meeting of the voters of the town to 
uhoose a committee of one or two from 
f>ach school distuct to examine careful 
ly nut! thoroughly al! sections of the 
towu, and report any change they 
might gee cause to make, either in the 
interest of economy, or 
for 
larger 


schools, or longer terme, and to recom- 
mend any improvement tiia* would be 
advantageous in tbe education of their 
children. Such a committee, acting in 
good faith, would insure the confidence 
of the fnxpayers 
Our larger schools 


are our better ones, and a successful 
school needs more scholars than the 
averego of our six ungraded 
ones,
